While we all woulfl lllte to ttilnk thi w»r 
In Korea is about buttoned up, thsra's aorae- 
thlnff about It that Hoesn't odd up,

' put up quite ft right during the (!rat aev- 
ornl monthn of tho wur and there waa great 
apcculallon as to. what might happen when 
they wore forced back to the 3Bth parallel. 

More ■ alffnlllcance attached to th«t Im- 
aginary line" than moat of us realize offhand. 
In future world history It will be recorded 
that when the United Nations decided to 
cross the 3ath parallel It waa the first time 
that Russian communlam had been con- 
fronted with ft definite challenge. The 3Bth_ 
^pflMjJS"i¥£i3'thc"cWp which hnd been'lcnocfc- 
cd off the Russian bear's shoulder. 

Strangely enough, however, little mcob- 
nitlon was given this important develop- 
'ment, to the extent that It oeemed aa If an 
attempt had been made to mlnlmlio It. 
Were the North Koreana ready to lay down 
. their arms? They werff given that oppor- 
tunity'aller^thelr'dcfoat ln the flouili. Not 

— only did they spurn this offer, but they served, 
notice they would fight to tho end. 

Would they have made auch a decision 11 
— tHCynnn'tiEcn tjnaten to"tho~potnt-t)f ho ip- 
lessneaa. or it they were without aaaunmce 
from Russia nnd other communtat countries 
that they would be given ample assistance? 

That Is not likely. But from all indica- 
tions, Judging from tho Information we are 
getting, they are oflerlng little reilatance. 

Wouldn't they be more likely to fight dea- 
pemteJy for their own homes and belonglnga 
in an all-out defense of themselves, than to 
wage an aKgrcsslve war against the South 
Koreans?

Are we go- 
ing Co Icam later on about more lecrot dsaJji 
not to our liking? 

Waa MucArthur told to keep atlll for se- 
curity reaaona, or to make aure that ho would 
throw no more light on possible bungling 
In our own state department? 

Is thta apparent lull In Korea only a fo re-, 
runner to aomethlng more serious, u might 
be Indicated by the emphasla being placed 
on our rushing armed forces ovaraeaa? 

Was President Truman's one-hour confer- 
enco with MacArthur the type of meetlnfe 
we would expect U to be? How could he pos- 
sibly have even touched upon all the Im- 
portant ground to bo covered In so short a 
. _tlmo7 Or did the President aeek only to make 
«ur&.UmtUa£A£UiurjE?auLLAtay. 8aggfid..wltlir 
Mr. Truman and his party using the occa- 
sion to play a little politics on tho aide? 

Maybe wo are a little thick in trying to 
flffUfe out answers to aU these questions. 

- Maybe to all our readera the picture la crystal' 
clear. 

We hope everything Is aa serene as It might 
appear on the surface. But we can't get It 
out of our heads that the general picture 
might also be construed oa being omlioua.
